Over the cleat scarred sod of the Bowl hover the 
spirits of the past, still pondering over the great ball games 
and teams that have been seen in action there. For many 
crack athletes have trod that sod, and, with homecoming 
day, the games of the past will be talked of, time and 
— time again—the great teams 
of the late ’30’s and pre-war 
’40’s and the men who made 
them up. And, during the 
hashing and rehashing of old 
times, perhaps the names of 
seme of the finest ever to 
wear the Red and Black will 
be mentioned and people 
will wonder what ever hap- 
pened to them. 


It is true, sadly so, that despite 
homecoming celebrations, all the 
loyal Dons will not return. For 


some the sacrifice was the supreme 
one. And so it was with some of 
the top flight athletes who wore 
jaysee colors. 

First Don killed 

Del Holan was the first man 
from the local college to die for 
his country; basketball was his 
top sport here. 

The mighty football squad of 
1938, undisputed Southern Cali- 
fornia champs lost four men to 
the Grim Reaper; Joe Herbert, 
quarterback and slick passer; Ed 
Bristow, smashing blocking half, 
killed in Europe; “Chuck” Muel- 
ler, and finest of many blockers; 
and Carl Lehnhardt, scrappy little 
ball carrier. 

The title holding squad of 1942

plan to attend homecoming 
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Annual Don and Dona contest 
now in its eighteenth year 


This year marks the eighteenth annual jaysee series 
of Don and Dona contests. Eighteen years ago, in 1928, 
Mrs. Eleanor Northcross, dean of jaysee women for 24 
years, suggested the idea of the yearly Spanish festival. 


At that time Father O’Sullivan 
of the San Juan Capistrano mis- 
sion crowned Flora Groenow and 
Pete Lehr, the first reigning Don 
and Dona. 


From the first of these festivals 
through the class year of 1943, 
this practice of ‘choosing both a 
Don and Dona remained in popu- 
lar usage. Then, in the war year 
of 1944, a different type of elec- 
tion was held. At that time, Ethel- 
wynne Davis was chosen May 
Queen. In this election, the sale 
of War Bonds was the determin- 
ing factor; and Miss Davis, with 
her helpers, sold $30,695 in bonds. 
Last year much the same pattern 
was followed, although both a 
Don and Dona participated. 

The succession of Dons and 
Donas, with the exception of ’44, 
has been uninterrupted. Baxter 


wore the traditional sombrero and 
mantilla in 1929; followed by Ab- 
bott Mason and Mary McHenry in 
1930; George Griffith and May- 
belle Bell, 1931; Charles Stehly 
and Iona de Remer, 1932; Gene 
Hall and Helen Bower, 1933; 
Glenn Bishop and Harriet Abrams, 
1934; and John Henderson and 
Agnes DeBusk, 1935. 

John Ramirez and Lois Murray 
won the contest in 1936; Allan 
Titensor and Margaret Crowell, 
1937; Bob Rief and Marjorie Ken- 
yon, 1938; Robert Horseman and 
Maxine Wells, 1939; Ralph Daw- 
son and Rhoda Timmons, 1940; 
Art Berry and Mary Ann Maag, 
1941; Paul Cleary and Jean May, 
1942; Keith Davis and Barbara 
Matson, 1943; Ethelwynne Davis,
